1. In revie^^ing project AEMARSH with Mr. Helms, it was 

agreed that this project should be approved and monies allocated 
to the branch, vd.th the understanding that the division will 
review this viiole effort in the light of other approaches to 
the USSR.

them. Thus, a R15DSKIN effort directed against a very small / 

part of the USSR and based on a distrusted ethnic group would j 

seem to be wasteful. 

2. We realize that this project has other merits, but call 
this to your attention in the hope that the overall effort against 
Latvia can be rationalized,
